The other election .also to be held 
Saturday, la to decide If a district

•ball be formed and Fabs.noo voted in 
bonda for t-.« purpose of building a 
grouted brick roadway from the eaat 
limit* of the city to the Brevard 
county line, leaving olf that part 
through the city and to Narcooa*ee aa 
proposed by the asphalt propothlon. 

For the information of the property 
owner* who will decide thii question 
on Saturday wF"ibl*h to atate that one 
or the other propositions mutt be 
voted down. Person* favoring the 
brick rao*t also go to the other v trot- 
tug place and vote against asphalt 
and those favoring asphalt mult *0 
and vott against brick. To vote lor 
both propoeitiona In the hope that 
some kind of a road would be ob¬ 
tained would probably defeat both 
propositions, aa only one road van be 
adopted in thi* matter. 

When the uue»tion of roads la set¬ 
tled and the district formed the 
seven mill hard surface road tax that 
haa heretofore been collected in the 
county will cease to be levied on 
landa included in this district, and

Whan the bid* for furnishing th« 
city with ornamental light |u)les for 
ratahlUhing a white way in the busi¬ 
ness section acre opened last Monday 
by the city council, the matter was 
diseus.ed at aunte length and finally 
referred tn a committee composed 
of I-'. B. Kenney, J. I. Cummings and 
IX II. Gill, who will figure out just 
what the system would cost and re¬ 
port to the council at its next meeting. 

The proposed system would take 
the place of at least six cedar tight 
poles in rack square which will be 
necessary for strintting the old style 
center lamps at each corner, and will 
give six ornamental light poles tn 
each square In the business district. 


Another feature that will offset the 
extra cost of the first installation, is 
the fact that the poles, being of metal, 
are indestructible, while the old style 
system of pides rapidly decay in the 
weather and must be replaced every 
few years. 

The beauty of well lighted business 
district will add much to (he attrac¬ 
tiveness of the city a* well as pro¬ 
viding a permanent lighting system 
ill the center of the town, while the 
city is gitiing ready to connect to the 
new light plant.

lakeland, Fla.—C. C. Martin o! 
.Mulberry, chairma.* of the Advisory

•WV desire to briefly call ^our at¬ 
tention to sons# of the condition* ex¬ 
isting in the various contractors’ work 
K'ltirh appeared In this investigation 
and in justice to the representative 
off the Pittsburg Testing Labora¬

“Where the pavement is rutted and 
cracked badly and where the pave¬ 
ment i* patched extensively, the woik 
should be condemned, rejected and 
replaced and where the defect* were 
caused by faulty base the clay should 
be replaced or reworked to prevent ■ 
recurrence of the defects. 

“At several of yotir meetings, your 
b«*ard was requested to have the an- 
*]>••»• of the surface mixtures filed 
TW» to our knowledge, has not been 
done at this time. Since our rcqgr*t 
many areas of pavement too rich In 
a»pha 1 t have shown up which we were 
unable to previously determine with¬ 
out these reports. 

“Tu this date the entirfeonstruction 
ni the roads has hern under the super, 
vision of the Jaudon F.ngincefing Co. 
bi t we have called attention from time 
to time to defects which have occur¬ 
red or Wi "id OCCttr ’«* aid in the lut- 
tertnent of the construction. Apparent¬ 
ly no notice was given to these sug¬ 
gestions other than thr statement 
that the roads were not accepted. As 
a result in Oft# instance 40 per cent of 
one contractor’s work is defective and 
only trn per cent of the funds have 
been rrtained to replace thia pave 
nirnt The present conditions of the 
r.>ad* shows that the work has not 
bad proper supervision and that a 
change should be made in order that 
the balance of the work will he com* 
pleted in a proper manner. 

“Gentlemen, you were elec*e<! by 
the *axpayers to represent them in 
any work that came up during your 
term of office, and the work now be¬ 
ing done by you of road building ia 
the mo»t imiiortant work that ha* 
-vet •*ome before any hoard of com- 
missioners since this was a county 
and if is now vour dulv to devote 
rvrrv minute of your time t • this 
work, if necessity requires it. \N> *ay 
now .most T^aitlvely. we 1 re not get¬ 
ting good roads—we are Hot gvtlb’g 
our money’s worth.

Mark Twain on Grant 

Interesting Description of General 
Contained In Letter 

Anting the Mark Twain letters 11 
Harpers Magazine is <>tie written Ilia 
wife in 1879. in which he des<£ibe* a 
re*>nioii of ihe ar.ny of the Tennessev 
in Chicago and gives a remarkable 
description of General Grant.
